States! The snpreme law of the 
land, to which all other laws give 
way! Ilow we should love it and 
respect it, for it is this (‘onstito- 
tioii whieli has created us a repiil)- 
lic and makes us the freest, most 
demoeratic nation on the face of 
the earth, 

!Many of us know all too little 
about our Constitution and our 
Government. Reduced to its sim- 
3 dost terms, here Is a summary of 
the Government of tlie United 
States. 

Our nation, as a nation was horn 
duly 4, ITTfi with tlie Deelaration 
of Independence, This Oeelaration 
states that all men are ereafed 
equal and that they have certain 
inalienable rights, among which 
are life, liberty and The pursuit of 
ha]>piness. The Declaration of In- 
dependence declares that govcnni- 
meuts are created by men to set-ure 
these rights, and tlial '‘(iovern- 
ments derive their just powers 
from the consent of tlie governed^’ 

hidet>endencc was finally won 
from Kngland and peace secured 
in 1783. 

During the Revolution, the new 
country had bee]i associated imder 
tlie Articles of Confederation and 
was governed by a body of men 
representing the J^tates, the Con- 
tinental Uon gross. After the war, 
this form of government proved to 
be far too weak and the States 
\vere not united —a 11 had separate 
laws, coined their own money" 
there was imieh confusion, 

the year 1787 saw delegates 
from all tlie States, the ablest 
stalesmon in the country, meeting 
in Philadelphia for the purpose of 
“rorniing a more perfect iinion.'" 
They drew uii a plan of thivern- 


ment whieli was finally ratilled by 
all the states. In so ratifying, the 
States agreed to give up eerlain 
powers and rights to the Xational 
(iovernment. This was our Consti- 
tution and rouudation of our (Jov- 
ernment, in 1788, Washington 
Mas elected first President of the 
United States, under the (''oiisti- 
tution. 

This Constitution gives to the 


Federal Government control of re- 
lations with foreign countries. It 
gives the right to deehye war or 
make peace and the control of llie 
army and navy. It gives power 
to impose and collect taxes and to 
]>rovide for tlie defense of our 
country. It regulates eommerce 
lictM^n^ii the fslates and with for- 
eign countries. It makes the laws 
governing im migration and nalu- 
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ralijuition. It conirok tlic pustal 
s4irvi<H\ 1 1 timkes the naitioiuil 
eurrt’iiey. It irrants patents uml 
enpyri^hts i\n*\ many more hun- 
ilm\s of tilings. Iluf ahovc til! the 
i \>m\ it 111 iun gttank t 1 r^ perKcmal 
rights iiiul liberties or intlivitluals 
right to life ami liberty 
uTid jnnpcrty, their rig fit to I jo se- 
eiire as persofis mid tlieir lumst's 
iiUi] efIVets. it gtianmtees their 
right to freedom of speeeli and ns- 
semlrly. Ibnler our ronstitutitin 
no law eait be passed by any State 
or the rniteil States ihnl takes 
these* rights away.

Dulles was born in Washington, 
D.Lt. De was valedietorian of his 
elass at l^rinet lon in 1 90S, He 
s[>ent a year at tlie 8orl>onne in 
Paris, then j'eeeived a law degree 
fr{)m George Wasldng4on rnivei- 
sity, finishing first in his class 
after completing a ihrco-year 
cQUise in two years.

Tlirniigh all the years Mr. Corn- 
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srtock ha 8 heeii ;i fair riaployer. 
Tie helirved in the importance of 
the contract()r-emp]oye rdation- 
sliip. Tn 1JH2 lie called a meeting 
of several jn oiniiicnl electrical con- 
tractors and t^xpouinicd his theory 
0 f employer-employe coopeiat ion. 
The Conference Club was the re- 
sult, with ^Tr. Coiustock as chair- 
man. 

This t.'onfcrciiee Chib was later 
replaced by the Council on Iii- 
iliistrial Relations in 11^20, the 
dream organization of Louis Coin- 
stock and diaries Ford, former 
International ^secretary of our 
Brotherhood, the organ which has 
meant so mneh to tlie NEC A and 
the IBEW ami won for us the 
title ''Strikeless Industry.** 

It was It,. K. Connstoek who per- 
suaded electrical contractors to 
have the iirst five -day week in 
America.

Charlie Ford '*that great soul with 
whom,*" he sitid, “the honor be- 
stowed on me must be shared al-

*'Me and I were both ] assessed 
with a fundament a 1 belief that 
rclatiuiisliips lye tween employer and 
eni)>loyed must not be those of 
antagonism Init rather those of 
common sense, sincHuhty and mu- 
tual understanding; mu.sf be lliosc 
of workers in a common canse; 
those of human beings believing 
t hat mutual nndersta nd i n g could 
Ijeiiefit lyoth and bring harm to 
neither of the parties engaged in 



the labor ions effoil of further civiF 
izing industrial relations^* 

IMr. Comstock tjien ]jroeceded to 
make some profouiu! sdetitifie and 
philosophical observations. At Ihe 
eoiiclusioTi of his tnief address, lie 
pre.seiited his portrait to our Presi- 
dent 1 ), \V. Tracy to hang in our 
Board room with the jmrtrait of 
Mr. Ford. Tie said : 

"The passage of this x>ortralt 
from the Emerson Associates to the 
IBEW symbolizes an imi)ortant 
event in the electrical const rue- 
lion ai‘en of lalior relaHons* Tlu^ 
ideas upon wltieli this event wa.s 
foiimled have proven valid and 
have created new forms of energy- 
in this area. Creater possibilities 
lie aliead to be, not invented but 
to Ijc diseovered. 

‘*AVhere there is no vision, we 
are told, the peo]ile perish. When 
there is no maturity of mind there 
is no vision. We now b egi 11 to 
know- til is. Our obligation then is 
to grow up. This is xvhat may 
yet be the saving of us. 

When IMr. Comstock had con- 
cluded his heautifu! and scholarly 
address. International P resilient 
Traey accepted the portrait on Tie- 
half of live officers and members of 
our Brotlierhood. He paid higli 
Iribuie to ifr. Comstock saying 


he deserved great credit from all 
men in tlie electrical eonstnietion 
field for having insisted upon the 
aeeciitanre of ihe Council on In- 
dustrial Relaiioiis which has saved 
so many man hours and profits for 
employes and cuii>lovei's. 

Then on behalf of Emerson As- 
sociates !Mr. Traey presented Mr, 
Comstock with a beautiful lliinnl- 
toii watch appropriately engraved : 
’ ^ T 0 Louis Iv . Comstock, 
Pounder, Council on Industrial 
Relations, December D. 1952,’* 
iVlany guests at the dinner were 
called upon to express their feel- 
ings of tribute and respect for 
the gue.st of honor.

Both re- 
quests were denied. A stiecial meet- 
ing of the Central Tjabor Union 
and iietal Ih'ades i ’oirncil voted 
to send tlieir Ijegishdive Bepre- 
sentativo Brother' Tfowjird H. !Minu 
ro of I.ILKAV, I.. U. 677 to Wash- 
ingloti to eidist the ai{1 of the 
Ainericaii Pedeiation of Labor. 

A meeting was held in WnsI ting- 
ton, attentled i>y A. F. of L. Presi- 
dent George ^leany, Itr other 

Jiimes Browiilow, [*resideiit of the 
A. F. of L. Xfetal Trades Diquii’t- 
iiicnt. Brotlier doc Ken nan, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the Building 
and Construct ion Trades Depart- 
ment. I i rot her W. Ilusliing. 
eliainnan of the A. F. of L. 
National Legislative Committee. 
Brother IL E, iUunro. and Secre- 
tary of the Anny Pace, who has 
liecn designatcfl liy the [^rcsideiil 
of the Fnited Btafes as the only 
stoekhoider of the Panama Canal 
Corn pany. 

The result of this eonfcrcnec 
was a six weeks' extension of tlie 
effective date ami the afqiointmeni 
of a three-man panel to investi- 
gate tlie rental situation and make 
n^com men dal ions to the President 
of the Panama Canal Cojofiany.

The increa.se in rents, reduced 
to reflect the Board's action will 
be announeed as soon as tlie Com- 
]iany has heen able to rccomimtc 
the new rents.

Louis nuikiriMf and instulHiij^ lifcht- 
irinf? protection, have cdritracta with 
LtR^al No. I, They sifrned u inn per- 
cent union contract and It ts hdievetl 
lhat Local No. t Is the only local 
union in the Brotherhood lo have 
such a coni met. 

On a visit to the oilice of the St, 
Louis Liftlilniiur Protection Company* 
sve found people worklUM: in the 
otlice — ^mn^iUn^^ the clericui work* 
estimatmfT and superviHinK all the de- 
pa rttnents that make unti install the 
equipment.

Working in close cuoperaiion with the 
trade is Nick Foster, one of Heatlle’s 
best known radio engineers, who is 
in charge of the Radio and Flee- 
tnmie Training HcpaHmeni at Kdi- 
son Technical Hchool. This school, 
wdth smalt siieciatized classes* oper* 
ates throughout the year a ml has 
about ->0 young men st inlying seven 
hours a day, five days (ler wi^ifk pie- 
jiaring to enter the radio game. They 
must pul in approximately 2 4 years 
or 4,000 hours of training before they 
can take their final tests and gradu- 
ate. Most grads start in the servic- 
ing field at near jouineyman level. 
Some move quickly into the criiiimuiii* 
cations and radio broadcast branches 
as the demaml far outnumbers the 
supply. Any of uur I’eaders who 
know of any young prospects who 
woulil like to enter the electronic 
trades and have the necessary me- 
chanical aptitude and mathematical 
skill are urgeil to contact Nick Fos- 
ter as the demands for fraineil men 
in the last year has grown surjnds- 
ingly.

Seek to Ease Shortage 
Of Cable Splicers

recent years our local union has lieen 
confronted with a labor short agi' 
within a highly specialized area. The 
number of membei^s affiliatetl with our 
organization that are qualified to 
splice high %'oitage cables has been 
too small to meet the demands of the 
volume of construction imposed upon 
our employers at the present time. 
To meet the emergency of this ab- 
normal condition, Local Union -’ifi and 
the Detroit Elcctncal Contractoi^s 
.Association are organizing and spon- 
soring on a Joint basis a class foi‘ 
the training of cable splicers.

Secretary's Brother

I am no journalist, but I will en- 
deavor tn do my best to supply items 
of Inteit^st to readers of our Eux’- 
TRit^Ah WoRKt;ais' JoPRNAL Oil belmlf 
of Local 70.

On the eve of my becoming press 
secrtdary, there was quite a tragedy 
in our family.

His 
funeral was quite large with over a 
hundred or more fioral lueces decking 
the church, as I believe the whole 
town turned out to pay him their 
reaiieets, A good bit of this informa- 
tion I received from the business 
agent of Local 77 in Seattle, Wash- 
ington.

NLRB Gives Decision 
In Important Case 

L. l". 149, PITTSBl ItCII, l*A.— Logul 

1411 finally got a decision fmm the 
National Labor Relations Itoard on 


a ca.se which had been hanging fux; 
since June of 1952. *At that time, 
the Etjui table Gas Company elTcieled 
It transfer of six store employes, mem- 
bers of Local 14U, from the Man- 
chester Store.s Depjiilment lo a new 
building on the Southside, Pittsburgh* 
In Ibis new building are the Distri- 
bution Department headquarters and 
the bulk of the people there are 
ix’prestmted by District 5(1, United 
Mine Workers* Even though the sli>re- 
room where our members were to 
work is separated from the rest of 
the building, Distnet 50 d aimed that 
the six jobs should be under their 
jurisdiction, and when our men ar- 
rived there to go to work, District 
5ii went on strike and remained out 
fur three days. The Gas Comp4my 
appealed to the Regional Office of 
the M.RB and a hearing was held 
which resulted in an agreement be- 
tween all parties to foimal hearings 
before the Board to determine which 
union should have jurisdiction over 
the jobs* These hearings were held 
on July 2-:i, 1962 and transcript of 
the hearings sent to Washington* On 
November 21, 1952, the NLUTl re- 
tunied a decision, awarding the six 
Jobs to Local Union 149* 

It is the fii*st time in this dislnct 
since the passage of the Taft- Hartley 
Law in 1947 that the Regional Office 
of the NLRB here has obtained a 
*Meterminatioii of dispute” under a 
little-used section of that law. The 
law provides that when two or more 
unions are quarreling over which 
should have jurisdiction over certain 
jfibs, the employer may seek a ruling 
from the Boa id* However, in our 
particular case, it Was not so much a 
quairel between the two unions, it 
was more of a dispute between the 
company and District 5ft as to where 
the company could assign its workei*s* 
Following the decision of the Labor 
Board, the six men and the stores 
material were movid to the new loca- 
tion vvithout incident. 

At this writing, contract negotia- 
tions are under way on the Gas pn>p- 
erty and since this will be the first 
contract under our new certification, 
it has taken more time, ihie to th*^ 
fact that a new conti’act has to be 
written* 

It is with sadness that we report 
the death of Brother Victor E* Kelley*, 
of the Customer Accounting Division, 
Equitable Gas* A veteran of 28 years 
of sciwice With the companies, **Vic" 
will hi* missed by his fellow- workers.

This installation 
consisting of the entire steel frame- 
w^ork, the strip lighting, and the 
plastic coven iig installed between 
strips was done by members of Local 
215, LR.EAV 

Many hours of work were obtaimHl 
by tile membershifi of Local 215 as 
a result of Ibis installiitlon. and it is 
the opinion of the writer, that this 
new held of interior lighting will 
make available to the membership 


of the Brtit her hood, additional work, 
as well as adding to the progress of 
the electrical irulustry as a whole. 

We of Local 215 are pioud of the 
progress of oin- local union, l>ut most 
i in porta lit we feel that in sluiring 
with the entire membership of the 
Bnitlierliood the gains which we have 
nmile, the importance of the electi ical 
worker to the Induslry is vividly 
demoiist rated. 

Another outstamling achievement 
for which our lluslness Matiiiger VVil- 
liam Sorenson was directly respon- 
sible was the following. 

For many years in the Slate of 
New Vork, building construction and 
alteration work on all State Ruildings 
had gradually been taken over by 
the use of nmiritenancf^ employes, im- 
plemented by the use of part time 
employes and inmates of State Insti- 
tutions and bad crenteil a growing 
threat to the free system of competi- 
live bidding. 

Here in the State of New Ymk, 
construction and alteration work 
amounting to many millions of dollars 
was being done by state forces as 
outlined. Our business manager, hold- 
ing also the jiosition nf presitlent of 
the Dutchess County, York 

Oiiilding Trades rouncil, decided that 


something had to be done at once to 
stop this raid on the free enterprise 
system of our democmey. The con- 
tinued infringement of Slate ami 
FiMleral governments and the gradual 
usurpment of the right of industry 
to bid on a comjMititive basis for 
State work, was of great concern to 
all of us — more so, tvhen this work 
was iHung done by Slate and Federal 
forces which would eventually result 
in government taking over the prin- 
ciples of the free enterprise system. 

Business Manager Sorenson halted 
all State huilding afid road work in 
Dutchess County, New York as a pro- 
test against the continued expansion 
of State practices. Within two days, 
eight other counties in the surround- 
ing area hiui also taken the same 
action. 

This dramatic stop resulted in the 
calling of a ccmference within lliree 
days by Governor Dewey of New 
York to attempt to mljust this situa- 
tion. After continued negotiations 
of three weeks with a State com- 
mittee appointed by the Cfovernor ami 
a commiUee s^dected by Lal>or, a dec- 
laration of policy was adopted which 
now piiovides the following: 

All State bti tiding const ruction* ab 
teration work, in aggregate of $15,U00 
will lie let out on cornia*tith"e hid. 
To clarify this, it is imiwriani to 
remember that the figure of $15,0IHI 
will include the cost of all materials 
and the IalM>r of all trades involved. 

A jjermanent committee has lieen 
aptioIntiHl by the State to meet with 
a committee of labor annually to re- 
view the progress made in the pre- 
ceeding year and to review any in- 
equities which may have de\xdopfd. 
Either party to the agreenicrit can 
obtain, within 24 hours of notice, a 
meeting of the entire committee to 
pass on any job which may be in 
coiiHict with the memorandum of 
policy agrcfnl upon. 

We are justly pnmd that our Busi- 
ness Manager William Korenson 
served as the negotiator for the Huild- 
ing Trades CouncilB of the entire 
State in the consumation of this his- 
toric agret?menl. Copies of the Decla- 
ration aix* available to all const me- 
tion locals of the Bratberhooil and 
may be obtained by addressing WtL 
liam Sorenson, 75 Cannon Street, 
Poughkeepsie, New York. To locals 
in other States who have been 
trouble^l by the conditions outlined, 
the declaration of policy shouhl prove 
of gr€*at value. 

We are proiiil of the [»rogress of 
our local ami are more than willing 
to share w'ith all the Ijenefits which 
have ^w?on obtainecL And to our own 
Bill Sorenson go the thanks of a!)

consistrait as a leader of a great or- 
ganization such as the l.B*E,\V, 

!*abor in the U,S,A. can lie con- 
gratulated on one phase of the Presi- 
dential el eel ion. They have not i>er- 
m it ted political partisanship of their 
leaders “Pledging Support of the 
Members" to rleflect them from the 
good and useful purpose of their or- 
ganizations- This purpose is to seek 
the legitimate ends of bettering their 
economic and social standards, and 
not engage in partisan i>artv politics 
no matter what party is seeking 
fiower. 

Had 1 been a resident of the U.S.A., 
1 am sure 1 w’ould have cast my vote 
for Stevenson, nevertheless 1 am just 
as sure like most gootl labor men, I 
would not have been swayed by any- 
one, my conscience and good judge- 
ment woidd have lieen my guide. This 
is a God-given right to all men, and 
Thank Go<l wo still have the* free^lom 
to use it on this great North Amen- 
can continent of ours. The alx>ve re- 
marks, Mr. Editor, are based on my 
own personal viewjioint, and I know 
that you are broad minded enough 
to accept criticism, especially so, when 
wiitten in good faith as constructive 
criticism. We in Canada and the 
U.S.A. should be tmly grateful to be 
in position to offer criticism, esiiecial- 
ly when we contrast our lot with the 
wmkers behind the liv>n Curtain.

On the other hand Camp 
Minnehaha, which is located on the 
op|K>site side of the question, with 
a much better bathing beach, declares 
positively that I he telephone may 
some time become a practicable and 
essentia! part of our national life. 

While there is much to be said (ami 
it very often is) on the failure of 
the telephone to accomplish what it 
set out to do, %ve cannot e.xpect too 
much in 50 years. When we are 
inclinerl to blame the telephone be- 
cause we cannot get our number, 
let us remember the automobile, l.el 
us lemember thr radio. Let us re- 
member that We are gentlemen, 
IVrsonally, I do not l>e)ievc that 
the telephone should be abolished alto- 
gether, for 1 still have faith that 
the idea is fumlamentally sound, and 
that some good will come of it in 
time.

The tek? phone deiiends upon the 
firifidple of sound-waves, which are 
very similar to the weaves of the ocean 
i5.vcopt that thei^ are never any sand- 
wiches floating on top of them. The 
speaker talks at a thin, sheet-iron 
diaphragm which is located just a- 
buve the stomach and which vibrates 
in synchronism with chest sound 
waves impinging uf>on it. This im- 
pinging naturally tickles it* and It 
laughingly transfers the waves in 
(G). Behind this G, or H, is local wl 
eithei' a comjiound magnet, or a bi- 
f»olar magnet with coils on each of 
its jictle tips and nasty sharp claws, 
which snap at the voice as It goes 
lui ri ving by.

ized lately of using this invention 
to establish conncH^tion between two 
persons, the sender and the receiver. 
In oixler to accomplish this unusual 
feat, each ,suhscriher is presenled 
with his own little plug, which is 
located somewhere along the switch- 
Imard opposite the operator; ami the 
only remaining probiem is to di.scover 
which plug Ijelongs to which suh- 
scriber. With four million or so of 
these plugs in front of the oiHfrator, 
the reader must realize that the 
chance of her pressing the right one 
at first is necessarily slight; and 
the impatient subscribers* roused out 
of bed to answer the iiliom>* hin-e 
been known to arrive at hasty and 
unpleasant conclusions that are very* 
very unfair, and only hurt.

Calilorma State Ass'n 
Has Fine Meeting 

U f. 413, SANTA HARKARA. 

CALIF, — Several w'eeks hav^e passed 
since vv'e vveie last heard from and 
much has hapiiened within our juris- 
diction since then. First off, the 
State Association of Electrical Work- 
ers held a very successful convention 
in our fair city duiing the month of 
August and that was follovv'ed by the 
California State Federation of Labor 
Convention. We weie veiy foitunate 
in having our International President 
Dan Tracy pay us a visit during the 
State Association meeting and he 
made his usual fine talk to the 
delegation. In my last rej>ort I stated 
that our wage petition was before 
the CISC and we also received ap- 
proval from that body for our |3.0(J 
per hour rate. SeV'cral new projects 
I:iave started in the area and all 
bands are being kept busy, and it 
looks as though these will carry us 
through the winter. The University 
of California at Santa Barbara has 
finally started construction of the 
pi'oposed campus for this area and 
this should be a 10-year progi'am, 
consisting of several Class A build- 
ings amounliiig to several millions 
of dollars in construction. Our water 
projects in this area are in full swing 
and have provided a good amount of 
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work for the Hi others. The largest 
of these projects is the Cacluinia Dam 
which is jiractically completed and 
ready to store water from the rains 
this winter. When at cajiacity this 
will be the lai-gest fresh water lake 
in Southern California and should 
make a fisherman's paradise for this 
pa if of the country. The other im- 
portant phase of this iH'oject is the 
Te CO lets Tunnel which will convey 
water from the dam to the city water 
system. The tunnel when completed 
will be si:s miles in lenjrth, concrete 
lined, and seven feet in diameter. It 
is expected that this project will not 
bt‘ completed for another two years. 
Many problems have arisen in the 
diillinp: of the tunnel incUidinfc a 
sei ioiis condition and the constant 
flow of water from some underj^vound 
source. Over the past yeai' an aver- 
ag^e flow of four to five million gal- 
lons of water per day has been 
pumped from the heading. One seri- 
ous explosion curtailed work for some 
time aiifl bLimed several of the men 
employed at the tinie, one of these 
being Brother Jack Whitson who is 
Electrical Foreman on the pi'oject. 
At the present there are seven Broth- 
ers of Local 418 working on the pro- 
ject. To those who knew the serious 
water situation in this area a few 
years ago these projects ’will certainly 
mean an advancement to the whole 
of Santa Barbara county. 

Sevejal of oui- Brothers are work- 
ing in various parts of the country 
and will probably be heading for 
home as soon as the snow starts to 
fall so we will be* expecting to hear 
from them bcTore too long. By the 
time this article finds its way into the 
JorRN.\L Christmas will lie over ami 
we want to wish everyone a very 
pjosperoiis New Year,

It 
has shown me w-hat a great field of 
work 1 have entered and the store 
of knowUnlge I have yet to explore." 

Lawrence T. White — ^The Indter 
knowledge of electricity I have 
learned from this course is just too 
valuable to me. I appreciate the op- 
portunity to attend this school." 


William T. Hardy- -“Money could 
not buy the advantages 1 have gaine<l 
and I highly recommemi this course 
to anyone." 

John M. Lavertu— "The schooling 
that I have Imrl has hel pet! me a 
gj'eat deal to uiulerslaiul theory and 
function in my work, and to lay out 
and understand the real functions of 
com rol circuits. Anyone who has the 
chance should take advantage of it." 

Uichard Wuwlhead- 'The electrical 
fiehl is liecoming more and more com- 
plicated, so that withoui the proper 
knowledge the average electrician 
will find it very dilllculi to perform 
his <luties. The ctunbined eiforts of 
the 8tate Apfuenliceship Council, 
Mr. Levest|ue and Mr, Haskell have 
made it well worth while attending.” 

Norman L. Angers— "From this 
course 1 can look to a profitable fu- 
ture. What I have learned in four 
years would have taken me 10 to 15 
years to learn. It helped me a great 
deal and [ am fiiire it will help 
others.” 

And ht^ar what a stiulent who only 
attended a year has to say: have 

not had the opportunity to attend 
school from the beginning of classes. 

I enrolled about a year ago and in 
that short timi- have prolUed greatly, 

I hope that I will have the oppor- 
tunity to continue and that we shall 
have new classes in the near future.” 

To Hrother Philip h* Levesciue let 
me say in all admiration for the swell 
job he has done:

We are stilt working at the low 
wage of $lJil an hour, the lowest 
of any city our size in Canada, to 
this writers knowledge. Hut wc have 
holies of something iiettcr next year. 

We also had our elections this 
year in .lune. The ofbcers of the 
previous term w'erc reinstalled with 
the exception of the linuncial secre- 
tary* R rot her Cleorge MeKInly is 
filling lhal position for iho next two 
years. 

Rnl since our election our president, 
Brother G. M, Conard, has resigned 
after 24 years in the chair; which 
w'c think is quite a record. Uiir new 
preairlent is Hmther N, ColliTts and 
wv wish him every success and offer 
him our utmost help for the better- 
ment of our local and our trade. 

Last month our imst president, 
Brother G. M, Conard, jiresented 
Brother N, J. Fhelan, our retiring 
financial secretary, with an inscribed 
!.R,E,W. ring from the boys, in 
thanks for bis years of service to the 
local. 

Brothers, this is about all for this 
time and we hope to sec you all next 
ineetlng.

Prevailing Increase 
Is 10c Per Hour 

L. U. 713, CHICAGO, ILL,— Every 

once in a while the urge comes to 
write a letter to the Jcuexal so here 
goes* (Editor's note: nV like all oar 
locals to have these itrges often,) 
Local 713 has during the last few 
months, negotiated a dozen agree- 
ments w'ith various employers and in 
practically ev*ery case the raises given 
were 10 cents per hour or more. In 
practically every case we have gone 
above the amount allowed by the 
fonnula of the "Wage i^tabilization 
Board,” However, up to this time 
none of our cases has been definitely 
turned down. 

I am rather proud to inform the 
Brotherhood that we did get 25 cents 
an hour approv’ed for our switch- 
board journeymen and a pioportion- 
ate jiercentage increase for the ap- 
prentices. This amounted to nine per 
cent. Working foremen in oui Switch- 
board ami Panelboard sJiojrs now re- 
ceive $3.25 per hour and the jouj-ney- 
men scale is $3.00 per hour. These 
rates have been a] > proved by tlie 
Wage Stabilization Board and went 
into effect as of July 15, 1952.

ent conditions we cannot expect defi- 
nite support for the union label, but 
we should not let the idea of demand- 
ing union made electrical equipment 
die* It is still possible to let contrac- 
tors know that union made apimratys 
is what shoukl be used* 

The switchboard men were among 
the first members of Local 713, many 
of them “CliaiTer Members,” It was 
the switchijoard men in Local 713 
who fii'st proposed the decalcomania 
label which has in most cases dis- 
placed the metal label. A resolution 
was introduced in one of our conven- 
tions asking that a dccalcomama label 
be flesigned by the International Of- 
fice and although the resolution was 
passed nothing was done about the 
matter at that tinxe. It was then that 
our president, John A, Jackson (de- 
ceased ) tiesigned a label patterned 
after the metal label. It had a black 
background and gold letters and fig- 
ures* It was a fine looking label and 
expensive, but we used that label up 
to the time the BrotherhcNxl adopted 
and had printed a decalcomania label. 

Switchboanh panelboards, and con- 
trol boai'ds of all types are built by 
membcira of Local 713 and the Broth- 
erhood label is on all such apparatus* 
We also liave a newer industry 
partly organ in Chicago, - — the 
“Coin Operated Machine Irtc!usti%” 
We suggest that before using or 
playing one of this type of a machine, 
you take a look for the 1*B*E*W* label* 
Local 713 has improved the con- 
ditions of the employes in this in- 


dustry a great deal, but we could 
do better if more attention wex‘e [laid 
tn the label* 

Am very much pleased to be able 
to infom you that Local 713 nego- 
tiated a 12 cents per hour increase 
for Automatic Electric Employes. 
This raise is in effect, 10 cents as of 
May 1st and 2 cents Septcmljer 1, 
1952. Kellogg Switchboard and Sup- 
ply Company employes acceptcti an 
offer of 10 cents per hour effective 
October S, 1952* The Kellogg raise 
must get Wage Board approval, but 
we expect no trouble due to previous 
approval of the Automatic Electric 
Co, proposition. 

Space will not allow me to state 
all the other improvements in the 
above agreement. Neither will I at- 
tempt to mention settlements made 
in other shops >vhich are along the 
same line. This letter must come to 
a close, but 1 must mention the pass- 
ing of two of our former ofiicers who 
have been on pension for a number 
of yeai^. Hennan Miller, for many 
years foreman at the door, passed 
away at the age of Bfi, Brother Miller 
had been on pension for 20 yeai's* 
Theodore Johnson for many years 
one of the Local Union “Inspectors” 
passed away at the age of 72, Broth- 
er Johnson was on pension T years. 
These men were both good members 
of Local 713 and were also respectcfl 
by all w*ho knew them. 

In conclusion the officers and mem- 
bers of Local 713 want to use this 
means to wish all the officers and 
members of the Brotherhood a Happy

Blood Bank Set 
Up ior Members 

L. II. lOSl, MOl'NnSVILLE, W. VA. 

Members of Local lOol of Mounds- 
viUe, West Virginia are mighty proud 
of the project that thc*y have under* 
taken. They have starto^i a blood 
liank for members and with the fine 
cfMJiie ration of the management^ they 
have now included all (lersons in the 
employ of the comr»any. This project 
has been in existence since about May 
of iar>l. It TV as started in March, 
but before the plans and the ground 
work such as the typing of the mem- 
bers blocul, the chart fixed and the 
rules set up* it was two months before 
the first pint of bhMT<l was donated. 

The blood bank was started when 
one of the member’s wives was in 
the hosintal and in need of blood, U 
was n difRcult task to gel donors who 
w^ould volunteer to give. After fur- 
thi-r searching for blood a discussion 
was held by a few members and 
hrmighl up before the union’s regu- 
lar mei'ting. It was then decided by 
the Union to undertake such a project. 
The ttK'mbers were ty|ied and cards 
issued with the individual's identifica- 
tion as to name, address, blood type 
and RH factor. The cards are to he 
carrioil by the members in case they 
forget their type and also this serves 
another good pnrjiose. In event of 
a serious accident, the card will be 
found on the iTijmed person and in 
case of excessive bleeding, the hosid- 
tal Iiei'sonnel will know immediately 
the type of blood that is needed and 
it may be administered without any 
ilelsiy. 

The rules set by the committee are 
fairly simple. To be eligible to re- 
ceive blood the employe must sign 
bis mime that he is wiliing to give 
his blood (one pint) when bis name 
is called. Eligible to receive blood are 
the immediate families of the mem- 
that means the member himself, 
his wife, and children, mother and 
father, hrothers and sisters, all living 
within a 2^”i-mile radius of Mounds- 


ville, West Virginia, A member who 
is over bU years of age (over age to 
donate) can receive blood providing 
he is willing to sign his name as the 
other members did, Xo man is re^- 
f|Ui red to donate more than once every 
six months. At the piesent rate a 
member will pj'obubly itonate once nr 
twice in the next two or two and one 
half years. 

The method useil to get the donor^s 
name has been set up on a large 
master Imard that is hanging near 
the main entrance of the plant so 
that each may know who is next to 
he called. After the typing was done 
the names were drawn and each 
name was jilaceil in order on the 
boai'd accoi'ding to the type. Each 
man goes to the hospital according 
to the names on the board. If he 
is al work the company grants him 
peimission to leave with no loss of 
time and pay. This metho<! has been 


working out satisfactorily. The com- 
mit lee is comfiosed of three members, 
they have had a great rleal of work 
on this reject, none being expen- 
enceti in this type of work. The men 
serving on this committee arc: Hay- 
mond Tom i Ison, Otis iJurrali and 
Steven Grondalski, 

We are mighty proud of our blood 
bank and up to the first of October 
we have aided members and their 
familic^s with IKl flints of blood. When 
a person has one of his loved ones 
in the hospital and in need of blood, 
the committee is mitified and they 
go to work at once, gptthig the next 
man to the hnsfiital, with no worry 
to the afflicted famity. This takes 
one <if the strains oif of the men 
that need blood in cases of emergency, 
and jjerniits them to stay with their 
loved one at the hospital. 

We have a very" gon<l i^epresenta- 
tion in our bank, out of 400 memliers 
working at the Triangle Conduit and 
Cable Company we Imve 385 active 
members in our bank. We have alw 
tried to extend our t»rogram and hav*? 
it set tip in the various factories 
throughout the area. If any local 
wishes to set up a blood bank in their 
union Tve would l>e only too happy 
In furnish all the necessary informa- 
tion that they need. The blood is 
not kept in the hospital but is drawn 
from the membei^s when the nee<l for 
bbfod arises. By using this method 
we are positive that no one else tvill 
iKmefit from the donor. In cases 
whej*e a member has a friend not 
working at our pi an I who is in need 
of blood, he may donate to him or 
anyone else and still get credit on 
our board. We do not restrict Inm
